SACRAMENTO <1 Hi — Di 
rector of motor vehicles Rob­ 
ert I. McCarthy today broke 
with the Democratic admin­ 
istration in a bitter telegram 
of resignation and later re­ 
pudiated 
it, 
but Gov. Ed­ 
mund (i. Brown accepted it 
"effective im m ediately.” 


LOS ANGELES IUPD— A copy 
of a bitter letter of resignation 
from motor vehicle 
director 
Robert I McCarthy to Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown was made pub­ 
lic today. 
McCarthy promptly 
repudiated it. 


A copy of the letter was de­ 
livered to the United Press In­ 
ternational office in Hollywood 
by a uniform ed highway patrol­ 
man. 
A short time later, the 
patrolman returned to UPl and 
dem anded retu rn of the letter. 
The typewritten copy, dated 
Aug. 15 and bearing the type­ 
written signature of McCarthy, 
attacked the Democratic gov­ 
e r n o r ’s administration. It said 
in part 
that 
McCarthy was 
quitting because 
"it 
has be­ 
come increasingly difficult for 
me to work for a spineless ad­ 
ministration 
that 
lacks 
both 
courage and principle.” 


McCarthy, who c a n c e l e d 
scheduled 
news 
conferences 
here and in San Francisco, was 
contacted by UPI by telephone 
in his Ix>s Angeles office 
"That letter 
is 
completely; 
unauthorized.” McCarthy said j 
"1 did not write that letter and ; 
I never sent such a letter to 
the governor.” 
The letter said in part: ' 
"When I accepted your a p ­ 
pointment as director in Janu 
ary 1959. we agreed to the se r­ 
iousness of the traffic problem 
and the need for vigorous lead­ 
ership. 
"Since that time your Mip-1 


port has dwindled steadily and 
by now has completely disap­ 
peared. 


"During the past two y?ars, 
more than four and a half mil­ 
lion dollars has been saved in 
the operation of this d e p a rt­ 
ment with no support w h at­ 
ever from you. Leadership on 
your part could have saved the 
people of California additional 
millions in the operation of 
other state departm ents.” 


The letter continued: "My at­ 
tempts to curb the drunk driv­ 


er, while initially receiving lip 
service, saw you 
‘cave-in’ 
to 


pressure for a softer law. Lead­ 
ership could have saved lives. 
"These experiences are sym p­ 
tomatic of a ‘sick’ adm inistra­ 
tion.” the letter ended. 
The 
40-year-old 
Democrat, 
who was Brown’s first cabinet 
appointm ent in 1959, said that 
no state patrolm an had been 
authorized to deliver the letter 
to news media. 
McCarthy 
confirmed 
that 
"some time ago” he had told 
Brown that he did not intend to 
make a lifetime career of being 
director of the motor vehicle 
departm ent. 
"Somebody got quite over­ 


anxious on this thing." he said, 
"and I intend to find out about 
it." . 
"If that letter was made pub­ 
lic. I repudiate it completely," 
he added. 


McCarthy said he expected to 
fly to Sacramento later in the 
day to confer with the gov­ 
ernor. 


The director had scheduled 
news conferences both in I^os 
Angeles and San Francisco to 


make what his aides said was 
"an important announcem ent.” 
Both were canceled when Mc­ 
Carthy’s administrative assist­

the West. The W estern allied 
com m andants in W est Berlin 
protested to the Soviet Berlin 
com m and against sealing of the 
East-West border to Germans. |

grant violation of four-power

m anaged to escape to the West 
during the day, some in hair­ 
breadth moves. 
A m an and wife swam to 
freedom across the Britz Canal, 
despite bullets fired at them 
by Communist police on the 
eastern bank. 
A n o th e r refugee ram m ed his 


automobile through a barrier! 
and made it into West Berlin 
despite a burst of East G e r m a n , 
gunfire. 
The refugee flight was r e ­ 
duced to a trickle bv the con-* 
stantly tightening Communist 
restrictions on travel between;

Except for a warning shot 
fired yesterday the gunfire was: 
the first since the Communists 
sealed the border to the refu-' 
gees on Sunday. 
As the East Germ ans tight­ 
ened their stranglehold on East 
Berlin, scores of anti-Commu- 
nists were reported arrested.

It was feared the Com m u­ 
nists planned to set up a "zone 
of d e a th ” similar to that along 
the Iron Curtain frontier be­ 
tween East and West Germany. 
Trees were felled there to de­ 
prive refugees of hiding places 
and to build border barriers. 
All persons were barred from 
the immediate vicinity of the 
border without special passes. 
G uards were given orders to 
shoot.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
We're Glad Gas Plant Is 
Gone, But We'll Miss It 


It is with mixed feelings that we have 
been witnessing the demise of the old 
gas plant between Second and Third 
Streets in San Rafael. 
It was an ugly, 
old place, 
probably the 
poorest 
en­ 
tranceway-dominating structure in any 
city you could find. 
Even so. we re missing it. 
And, surprisingly enough, we thor­ 
oughly enjoyed the grotesquely beau­ 
tiful designs which were Uncovered as 
the old plant was disassembled. 
The 
old sheet metal-covered building itself 
was just plain ugly, there probably is 
no 
other 
word 
which 
appropriately 
describes it. 
Rut when its tin skin was 
removed, a skeleton of angles and line 
was revealed, which, contrasted with 
the circular boilers and viewed through 
windows which hung in space, made 
you wish you could draw or paint. 
The tall, old smoke stacks are gone 
from the horizon. 
When anything tall 
disappears it changes things, you miss 
it. 
And the big old ga.< tank, with its 
circular framework usually high above, 
gave a lattice-work effect to the clouds. 
We don’t miss the squat, unsightly 
wooden tanks. 
They undoubtedly per­ 
formed a function in the manufacture 
of gas; they added nothing to the out­ 
look from th ird Street. 


Now, just a side wall, a mass of used 
brick, and a few other small destruction 
jobs remain. The operation is no longer 
artistically beautiful. 
It is drab, like a 
long-vacant lot. 
In time, this too will 
be gone and mere space remain. 


The old gas plant undoubtedly has 
been a major factor in keeping San 
Rafael primarily a one-street tow n. It’s ' 
presence effectively prevented expan­ 
sion of the city to the south. 


What 
replaces 
it 
will 
be of vital 
interest to the city as a whole. 


Happily the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Co. is building a district office on the 
west end of the property. 
It will be 
a welcome addition to Third Street. As 
far as w e ’ve heard, no decision has 
been made on the east <ynd of the block, 
the part from which persons entering 
town will get their first impressions. 
We hope the area doesn’t long stay 
either idle or a parking lot. Too often 
these days, it seems to us, a structure 
is torn down to be replaced with nothing 
more exciting than paving with white 
stripes. 


While missing it, w e ’re glad the old 
gas plant is gone. 
We hope, however, 
something vital and exciting, of beauty 
and utility, replaces it.

New Trouble Due 


For The Far East 


Rv WILLIAM D. MILLER 


TOKYO aiPD—If Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev de­ 
cides against going all the 
wav in Berlin, many Asians 
suspect that the Communists 
will quickly divert world at­ 
tention by stirring up new 
troubles in the Far East. 
The Communists have suc­ 
cessfully pulled this play be­ 
fore. 
And there are several tin- 
derbox areas in Asia which 
could be ignited into a world 
crisis. 
Most 
likely 
trouble 
spots are considered to be 
South Viet Nam, the Formosa 
Straits. Korea and Laos. 


OF THESE, South Viet Nam 
is considered the most im m e­ 
diately threatening situation. 
Already Communist Viet Cong 
terrorists and guerrillas, di­ 
rected by North Vietnam's Ho 
Chi Minh and backed by Red 
China and Russia, have be­ 
come bolder. 
The Viet Cong bands are 
moving in larger and more 
aggressive forces in the rural 
areas. And they have stepped 
up their activity in the very 
outskirts of South Viet Nam's 
capital city of Saigon. 
The 
anti-Communist 
gov­ 
ernment of Ngo Dinh Diem 
has answered by stepping up 
armed strength and a partial 
mobilization. 
The 
U.S. 
has 
pledged 
all-out 
support, 
is 
pouring in aid and equipment, 
and actively helping in the 
buildup of South Vietnamese 
regular, reserve and anti-guer­ 
rilla units. 


SOUTH VIET NAM thus 
has the elements for a major 
showdown between powerful 
Communist and anti-Commu­ 
nist forces. 
Another trouble spot the 
Communists could turn on as 
easily as the front burner of 
a gas range is the Formosa 
Straits. 
The Communists engineer­ 
ed a m ajor crisis there in 
1954-55 over the Nationalist 
Chinese o f f s h o r e islands. 
They finally forced a Nation­ 
alist 
withdrawal 
from 
the 
northernmost Tachen group, 
aboard U. S. Seventh Fleet 
transport«, after Communist 
Chinese troops stormed tiny 
Yikiangehaw island. 
Again the Communists set 


off another crisis with a 57,- 
000-round artillery bombard­ 
ment of Quemoy on Aug. 23, 
1958. The artillery siege went 
on for 44 days until, accord­ 
ing to U. S. military observ­ 
ers, the Communists ran low 
on ammunition. 


And in June 1960 the Red 
Chinese again raked Quemoy 
with 170,000 shells to protest 
the visit of President Eisen­ 
hower to Formosa. 


IN KOREA, the Commu­ 
nists 
have 
never 
seriously 
broken the 1953 ceasefire al­ 
though they have violated the 
terms of the agreement by 
moving in troops and equip­ 
ment. 


A contributing factor has 
been the 
presence of tw’o 
combat-ready U. S. Infantry 
d i v i s i o n s and a greatly 
strengthened 
South 
Korean 
army. 


Korea, particularly under 
its new’, severe military gov­ 
ernment. would be hard pick­ 
ings for the Communists.

Trade Barbs Over Repair W ork Costs

Mention streets at a Fairfax 
City Council meeting and you 
are guaranteed a bitter argu­ 
ment.

cade Drive?” 
He said citizens 
in his im­ 
mediate neighborhood had paid 
$1.300 in taxes and 
“got no­ 
thing for it.” He asked that the 
city fill chuck holer, with some 
substance such as plant mix. 
Thornton said filling holes 
with plant mix only created 
new holes around the hard ma­ 
terial, making the road worse. 
As Elliott talked on about the 
road's deterioration, Thornton 
arose, about-faced and shouted: 
“You were mayor. You had 
that road kept up when other 
roads got no attention.

Marin. 
The opening weekend 
was poor due to the real warm 
weather. 
Practically all of the deer in 
Marin are taken on prviate club 
or farm lands. 
Cooler weather for the bal­ 
ance of the season should im­ 
prove the hunting. 
The DFG noted that deer are 
generally plentiful in all areas 
and are fairly well concentrat­ 
ed around watering places. 
Bag limit is two bucks, fork­ 
ed horn or better, in the early- 
season area which, in general, 
covers the coastal ranges from 
southern Humboldt County to 
northern San Diego County.

Out Tomorrow 


The Pacific Flywav Council, 
made up of game representa­ 
tives from the Western states, 
met in Reno 10 days ago and 
agreed on three operations to 
present to Washington. 
The council asked Uncle Sam 
to offer the states a choice of 
a 96-day straight season, a split 
86-day hunt or a reduced 76- 
dav season with a larger limit. 
For the latter this would be 
eight birds daily and in pos­ 
session or seven daily and 14 
in possession. 
For the longer straight sea­ 
son, six birds daily and in pos­ 
session or five and 10 were 
asked. 
Geese are more than holding 
their own. The same six-bird 
daily 
and 
possession 
limit 
which has prevailed for a num­ 
ber of years probably will be 
retained. 
California’s co n tro versial 
transportation rule has been 
continued for another season. 
That's the law which allows a 
hunter to tote home the birds 
of other shooters, providing the 
ducks arc tagged properly.

When It Comes To Color 


Women in general have a 
b etter 
color 
awareness 
than 
men. says Rita Long, New York I 
color stylist. T h a t’s why M iss! 
Long believes that a w o m a n 's , 
role in selecting exterior colors 
for a new or existing home 
should be a major one. 
Here are some of her sug- \ 
gestions: 
The color scheme of a house | 
should always be related close-! 
ly to its natural surroundings. 
“ But. that doesn't mean y o u 1 
c a n ’t use lively colors,” Miss 
Long says. 
“ For a desert house, for in 
stance, I might schoose sand 
beige siding, a cactus yellow j 
door, sage green trim, and a 
roof of white asphalt shingles.” 
W hite shingles, she explains, 
a r e escepiallv good in hot cli- 
rnSTtes because they keep the 
house cooler by reflecting the 
sun's rays without glare. 
For a hoiise on a rocky hill- j 
side. Miss Long suggests w h i t e ; 
siding, a barn red panel door 


and shutters to blend with sur­ 
rounding trees, and a long, low 
planter of natural stone to tie 
the house into the landscape. 
It’s best to choose the roof 
color first, then plan the other 
exterior colors around it, Miss 
Long advises. 
In selecting the color for sid­ 
ing, be sure it’s appreciably 
d a rk e r or lighter than the roof, 
Miss Long warns. For instance, 
if you choose a light gray roof 
and you want blue siding, pick 
a dark blue. “ You need con­ 
trast in value as well as in 
hue.” she explains. 
“ Don’t be afraid of color,” 
says Miss Long. “ Look how lav­ 
ishly nature uses it!” But be 
guided by the natural colors in 
your area. With shingles avail­ 
able in many colors, ranging 
from light to deep tones, and 
the wide palette of exterior 
paints now being sold, your 
house can be completely indi­ 
vidual yet look as though it be­ 
longs in its surroundings.

What Kind 
Of Sailor 
Are You? 


If you aren’t a good «wim* 
mer, you’ll be safer if you stay 
on land. Boating, the big new 
«sport for teen-agers as well as 
their parents, Is a lot of fun, 
but there is always the pos­ 
sibility of a mishap. 
As any good sailor can tell 
you, many accidents are due to 
carelessness. 
Recently 
three 
teenagers who had been warn­ 
ed not to leave a safe area in 
their 16-foot boat, capsized as 
they fished in rougher water 
on Long Island Sound, One was 
drowned. 
If you are invited for a boat 
ride, m ake sure there are life 
preservers aboard and that the 
captain takes his navigation job 
seriously. 
A young man who is borrow­ 
ing the boat for a day may turn 
out to be a boating clown. You 
don’t want a hot-rodder piloting 
you on the waterways. If he 
doesn't o ^ n the craft, insist 
that an experienced pilot go 
along, 
whether 
the 
boat 
is 
small or larger An outboard 
motor presents less difficulty, 
of course, but the craft’s pilot 
must be on his toes and alert 
while the boat is moving. 
If you are on a weekend 
trip with a group, insist that 
cruising be done in the day­ 
time. Foggy nights are hazard­ 
ous on the water. Good sailors 
usually tie up to the nearest 
port. 
Now if you have the trip all 
lined 
up, 
what 
about your 
knowledge of nautical term i­ 
nology? 
If you’d assist the skipper, 
you'll find these are the most 
frequently used terms: 
STARBOARD — The right 
side of the boat when you look 
forward. 
PORT—The left aide of the 
boat (easy to rem em ber as it 
has the same num ber of let­ 
ters.) 
GALLEY — Kitchen to you, 
girls. 
HEAD—Takes the place of 
the home bathroom, but minus 
tub, shower and washbasin. 
Lee— A term used often on 
sailboats. Leeward (pronounced 
“looward”) is the side opposite 
from w'hich the breeze is blow­ 
ing. 
STERN— The aft or back of 
the boat. 
BOW—The pointed part of 
the forw ard part of the boat 
which shears the water. 
LINES— Ropes that secure 
the boat fore and aft when it is 
moored. You might be asked 
to grab a line when the boat 
is coming into dock, and maybe 
even to jum p to the dock with 
the line. 
GEAR— It s what you bring 
aboard, also the equipm ent for 
the boat. 
Many girls prefer shorts to 
sailor pants for boat wear. If 
you w ear shorts, make sure you 
have a skirt or a pair of slacks 
handy. 
The sun can be merciless on 
the water, and nothing irks a 
young captain more than hav­ 
ing to 
lend 
his 
sweater or

kit aboard, and take sun lo­ 
tion and sunglasses with you.
